Proclamation 


Inasmuch as the war fund of 


1917, so g-enerously contributed 
oy the American people to the 
American Red Cross for the ad- 
ministration of relief at home 
and abroad, ha.s been practical- 
ly exhausted by appropriations 
for the welfare of the men in 
our military and naval forces, 
ind for those dependent upon' 
them, and for the yet more urg- 
ent necessities of our allies, 
military and civilian, who have 
long- borne the brunt of war; 


And inasmuch as the Ameri- 


can Red Cross has been recog- 
nized by law and international 
:onvention as the public instru- 
mentality for war relief;
